DISTRICT  OF  NETHERTHONG. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1895  was  14  ; of  which  6 
were  males  and  8 females;  with  the  total  birth-rate  of  14-5  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  17-6 
for  1894.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  last  five  years  was  26*59.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during 
the  same  year  was  19,  of  which  11  were  males  and  8 females;  with  the  total  death-rate  of  19-68  per  1000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  9-32  per  1000  for  1894.  The  average  death-rate  of  the  last  five  years  being  19-16. 
Deaths  this  year  exceeding  births  by  5,  thus  decreasing  the  population  at  the  rate  of  5-18  per  1000  for  the  year. 

2 died  under  one  year,  5 from  one  to  five,  2 five  to  fifteen,  1 fifteen  to  twenty -five,  6 twenty-five  to  sixty-five, 
and  3 over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  2 died  from  disease  of  the  air  passages,  1 rheumatic  fever,  2 consumption, 

3 measles,  1 whooping  cough,  1 injury,  1 disease  of  the  heart,  and  8 from  other  diseases  not  classified,  but  which 
have  been  duly  reported  in  my  quarterly  reports.  4 deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  the  zymotic  class  of 
diseases,  viz  ; 3 from  measles  and  1 from  whooping  cough,  equal  to  a rate  of  4-14  per  1000  of  the  population. 
The  infant  mortality  within  Netherthong  Urban  District  during  the  year  1895,  including  the  deaths  of  all  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  1000  of  registered  births,  is  equal  to  142-85.  One  inquest  has  been  held  during  the  year 
upon  an  accident  by  a trap  on  the  road.

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  Netherthong  Urban  District,  during  the  year  14  births  and  19  deaths 
occurred.  Of  the  former,  6 were  males  and  8 females,  with  the  rate  of  14’5  per  1000  ; of  the  latter,  11  were  males 
and  8 females,  with  the  total  death  rate  of  19'68  per  1000,  of  which  diseases  of  the  air  passages  and  consumption 
accounted  for  2 each,  with  2'07  for  each,  measles  3,  with  3- 1,  rheumatic  fever,  whooping  cough,  injury,  and  disease 
of  the  heart,  of  each  1,  with  1'03  for  each,  and  miscellaneous  diseases  8,  with  8'29  per  1000  of  the  population. 
During  February  and  March,  catarrhal  affections,  and  a few  of  influenza  prevailed  in  the  village  and  neighbourhood, 
and  about  the  beginning  of  November,  an  epidemic  of  measles  broke  out  within  the  Urban  District  of  Netherthong. 
On  the  20th  November,  so  many  children  attending  the  schools  were  absent  from  the  above  cause,  suffering  from 
measles,  and  others  not  being  allowed  to  attend  in  consequence  of  having  measles  in  their  homes.  These  schools 
were  closed  from  14  to  21  days,  during  which  time  efficient  and  thorough  disinfection,  and  other  sanitary  measures, 
could  be  carried  out, — with  the  result  that  the  disease  has  now  practically  disappeared.  With  the  exception  of  the 
above  reported  outbreak  of  measles  amongst  school  children,  the  public  health  of  your  district  has  been  good  and 
satisfactory.  I see  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  of  sanitary  work  done  during  the  year  1895,  168  nuisances 
were  recorded,  5 reported  to  your  Council,  163  abated  without  formal  notice,  5 after  formal  notice,  and  5 notices 
served,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  his  report  attached.  The  drainage  which  has  been  satisfactory  since  jmu  lai<l 
the  sewer  down  Giles  street  and  Out  Lane,  of  which  no  complaints  have  been  made  to  me. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  since  your  new  reservoir  was  completed,  and  water  for  domestic 
purposes  supplied  by  tap  into  their  houses,  I have  heard  no  further  complaints. 

The  sanitary  measures  of  importance  which  in  my  opinion  require  to  be  carried  out  in  the  Urban  District 
of  Netherthong,  to  still  further  improve  its  sanitary  condition.  I am  not  prepared  at  present  to  suggest  anything 
more  for  the  purpose,  as  your  district  is  now  very  much  improved,  and  maintained  to  what  it  was  two  or  three  years 
ago.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  jmar  ending  31st  December,  1895  was  21  ; of  which  15 
were  males  and  6 females;  with  the  rate  of  16'81  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  a total  rate  of 
15'21  for  the  year  1894.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  last  five  years  being  27‘61  per  1000,  births  exceeding 
deaths  by  10,  thus  increasing  the  population  at  the  rate  of  8-0  per  1000  for  the  year.  The  deaths  registered  during 
the  same  year  were  11,  of  which  5 were  males  and  6 females;  with  the  total  death-rate  of  8‘8  per  1000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  7-2  per  1000  for  the  year  1894,  The  average  death-rate  of  the  previous  five  years  bein" 
13-43  per  1000.  Of  these  11  deaths,  2 died  under  one  year,  1 from  one  to  five,  1 fifteen  to  twenty-five,  3 twenty-five  to 
sixty-five,  and  4 over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  4 died  from  disease  of  the  air  passages,  1 rheumatic  fever,  2 disease  of 
the  heart,  1 premature  birth,  1 enteritis  and  convulsions,  1 goitre,  and  1 from  old  age.  One  death  occurred  during 
the  year  from  the  zymotic  class  of  diseases,  viz  ; Rheumatic  fever,  equal  to  0-8  per  1000  of  the  population. 
The  infant  mortality  for  the  Urban  District  of  Scholes  for  the  year  1895,  per  1000  of  the  registered  births,  is  equal 
to  95-23,  including  the  deaths  of  all  children  under  one  year  of  age.

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  Scholes  Urban  district  during  the  year,  21  births  and  11  deatlis 
occurred;  of  the  former,  15  were  males  and  6 females,  with  the  rate  of  16 ‘81  per  1000;  of  the  latter,  5 were  males 
and  6 females,  with  the  rate  of  8 ‘8  per  1000  ; of  which  diseases  of  the  air  passages  accounted  for  4,  with  3-2, 
disease  of  the  heart  2,  with  1’6,  rheumatic  fever,  premature  birth,  enteritis  with  convulsions,  goitre,  and  old  age  of 
each  1,  with  0'8  for  each  per  1000  of  the  population.  With  the  exception  of  a few  cases  of  catarrhal  affections  pre- 
vailing in  February,  and  from  frequent  personal  enquiries  I have  made  in  your  district  during  the  year  1895,  I have 
been  unable  to  ascertain  any  cases  of  infectious  or  other  diseases  prevailing.  The  deep  drainage  which  I personally 
inspected  on  the  9th  November,  you  had  commenced  with  the  main  sewer  at  Scholes  Moor  Bottom,  which  is  laid 
about  six  feet  deep,  and  completed  through  Scholes  Moor  Bottom  as  far  as  the  Wells,  when  they  had  to  stop  in 
consequence  of  the  amalgamation  question  with  the  districts  of  Hepworth  and  Fulstoue,  which  has  now  taken  place. 
The  work  may  be  now  carried  Out  to  its  full  extent. 

The  Water  Supply,  of  course,  remains  unchanged,  and  which  is  much  needed  in  your  district.  I hope  when 
the  main  sewer  is  completed  your  Council  will  take  this  matter  into  their  serious  consideration. 

The  sanitary  measures  of  importance  which,  in  my  opinion,  require  to  be  carried  out  in  Scholes  Urban 
District  to  still  further  improve  its  sanitary  condition,  1 can  suggest  nothing  beyond  carrying  out  your  sewerage 
to  completion,  and  afterwards  undertake  the  water  supply,  which  would  greatly  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of 
your  district. 

The  sanitary  work  done  during  the  year  1895  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  Inspector’s  report  below.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1895  M’as  64  ; of  ■which  25 
were  males,  and  39  females;  with  a total  birth-rate  of  36'57  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  29'14  per 
1000  for  the  year  1894.  The  average  for  the  preceding  five  years  being  30'28.  Births  exceeding  deaths  by  28, 
thus  increasing  the  population  at  the  rate  of  16  per  1000  for  the  year.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
during  the  same  year  was  36,  of  which  20  were  males,  and  16  females  ; with  the  total  death-rate  of  20'57  per  1000 
of  the  population,  compared  with  14-85  for  the  year  1894.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  preceding  five  years 
being  15-45  per  1000  of  the  population.  Of  these  36  deaths,  9 died  under  one  year,  3 from  one  to  five, 
13  twenty-five  to  sixty-five,  and  11  over  sixty-hve  years  of  age.  5 died  from  disease  of  the  air  pas.sages, 
7 consumption,  1 erysipelas,  3 disease  of  the  heart,  3 infantile  diarrhoea,  1 old  age,  1 disease  of  the  stomach, 
and  15  other  diseases  not  classified,  but  which  have  been  duly  reported  in  my  quarterly  reports.  The  only  death 
which  occurred  from  the  zymotic  class  of  diseases  within  the  Fulstone  district  during  the  year  was  one,  erysipelas, 
equal  to  0-57  per  1000  of  the  population.  The  infantile  mortality,  including  the  deaths  of  all  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  per  1000  of  the  registered  births,  is  equal  to  140-62.

Of  the  former,  25  were  males  and  39  females,  with  the  rate  of  36'57  per  1000;  of  the  latter, 
20  were  males  and  16  females,  with  the  rate  of  20'57  per  1000,  of  which  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
accounted  for  5,  with  the  rate  of  2'85,  consumption  7,  with  4'0,  erysipelas  1 with  0'7,  disease  of 
the  heart  3,  with  1'71,  infantile  diarrhoea  3,  with  1‘71,  disease  of  the  stomach  and  old  age  of  each  1, 
with  0'7  for  each,  and  miscellaneous  diseases  15,  with  8‘57  per  1000  of  the  populatioi..  The  only  cases  of 
infectious  sickness  coming  to  my  knowledge  during  the  year  1895  were  a few  cases  of  influenza  prevailing  in  March, 
also  a few  mild  cases  of  whooping  cough  in  Hew  Mill  village  and  neighbourhood,  and  a few  mild  cases  of  mumps 
about  May  and  June.  I consider  a good  amount  of  sanitary  work  has  been  done  in  Fulstone  Urban  District  during 
the  year  1895.  13th  September  I personally  inspected  the  Public-house  and  premises  at  Hew  MiU  village,  called 
the  Sun  Inn,  occupied  by  Henry  Mozart  Cartwriglit,  who  complained  of  a serious  nuisance  existing  on  his  premise.^, 
arising  from  great  default  in  the  drainage,  which  causes  his  cellar  to  become  flooded,  which,  in  fine  weather,  soaks 
away,  to  where  it  is  not  known,  but  it  leaves  a sediment  under  the  flags,  which  are  broken,  loose  and  dilapidated, 
which  decomposes  and  creates  a serious  and  dangerous  nuisance,  but  which  is  now  being  remedied  after  too  great 
delay.  On  the  same  date  I inspected  personally  the  public  well  on  the  Horth  side  of  the  turnpike  road  at  8carr 
Hall,  which  was  said  to  be  polluted  from  percolation  of  surface  water  from  above.  I consider  this  ought  to  be 
closed  for  domestic  ptirposes  unless  it  be  better  protected  from  pollution.  I also  inspected  the  premises  of  the 
Shoulder  of  Mutton  Inn,  within  the  village  of  Hew  Mill,  occupied  by  Thomas  Roodhouse.  These  premises  abutt 
on  the  river  bank,  where  he  keeps  pigs,  throws  his  ashes,  and  has  a large  manure-heap,  all  of  which  contril)ute  to 
the  pollution  of  the  river. 

The  sanitary  work  done  to  the  end  of  the  year  1895  : I consider  a good  amount  of  sanitary  work  has  beeu 
done  during  the  year  in  Fulstone  Urban  District.  80  nuisances  have  been  recorded,  64  reported  to  your  Council,  16 
abated  without  formal  notice,  and  64  irotices  served,  24  remaining  unremedied.  With  regard  ro  the  sanitary  work 
done,  I beg  respectfully  to  refer  you  to  the  Inspector’s  report  attached  to  this  report. 

The  sanitary  measures  of  importance  which,  in  my  opinion,  require  to  be  carried  out  in  Fulstone  district,  to 
still  further  improve  its  sanitary  condition  are  : That  all  nuisances  reported  to  your  Council  should  be  remedied  or 
abated  within  a reasonable  time  after  being  so  reported,  and  that  your  scavenging  should  be  well  and  efficiently 
carried  out,  but  now  that  Fulstone  village  has  been  well  and  satisfactorily  re-sewered,  the  sewage  now  being  drained 
on  to  the  land  does  not  pollute  the  river,  and  also  the  said  village  is  now  supplied  with  a good  and  wholesome 
supply  of  pure  water  for  domestic  purposes.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1895  -was  105  ; of  which  51 
were  males,  and  54  females ; with  a total  birth-rate  of  19 '2  per  lOUO  of  the  population,  compared  with  16'09  per 
1000  for  the  year  1894.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  last  five  years  being  24 '69.  Births  exceeding  deaths  by 
6,  thus  increasing  the  population  at  the  rate  of  1-09  per  1000  for  the  year.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
during  the  same  year  was  99,  of  which  58  were  males,  and  41  females  ; with  the  total  death-rate  of  lb'll  per  1000 
of  the  population,  compared  with  13'72  per  1000  for  the  year  1894.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  last  five  j’cars 
being  19'75.  Of  these  99  deaths,  21  died  under  one  year,  18  from  one  to  five,  2 five  to  fifteen,  3 fifteen  to  twenty- 
five,  34  twenty-five  to  sixty-five,  and  21  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  28  died  from  diseases  of  the  air  passages,  16 
diseases  of  the  heart,  6 consumption,  3 membraneous  croup,  1 rheumatic  fever,  4 diarrhoea,  2 erysipelas,  6 measles, 
and  33  from  other  diseases  not  classified,  but  which  have  been  duly  reported  in  my  quarterly  reports.  12  deaths 
have  occurred  during  the  year  from  the  zymoiic  class  of  diseases,  viz.  : 6 from  measles,  3 membraneous  crouj),  1 
rheumatic  fever,  and  2 from  erysipelas,  equal  to  a rate  from  this  class  of  diseases  of  2- 19  per  1000  of  the  population, 
excluding  the  Union  Workhouse. 

Tli-e  Uxxioi:!. 

39  deaths  were  registered  within  the  Union  Workhouse  during  the  year  1895  ; of  which  29  were  males,  and 
10  females,  with  the  total  death-rate  of  7'13  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  6 22  for  the  year  1894. 
The  average  death-rate  within  the  Union  Workhouse  for  the  last  five  years  being  8'32  ; of  these  3J  deaths,  14  died 
from  twenty-five  to  sixty -five,  and  25  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  7 died  from  diseases  of  the  air  passiges,  1 
consumption,  6 diseases  of  the  heart,  and  25  from  other  diseases  not  classified,  but  which  have  been  duly  reported 
in  my  quarterly  reports,  mostly  from  diseases  incidental  to  old  age,  no  deaths  having  occurred  within  the  Union 
Workhouse  from  any  of  the  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  1895.

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  Honley  Urban  District  during  the  year  1895,  105  birtlis  and  99 
deaths  occurred;  of  the  former  51  were  males,  and  54  females,  with  the  rate  of  19-2  per  1000;  of  tlie  latter  58  were 
males,  and  41  females,  with  the  rate  of  18-11  per  1000,  of  which  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  accounted  for 
28,  with  5-12  per  1000;  diseases  of  the  heart  16,  with  2-9,  consumption  6,  with  1-09,  membraneous  croup  3,  with 
0-54,  rheumatic  fever  1,  with  0-18,  diarrhoea  4,  with  0-73,  erysipelas  2,  with  0-36,  measles  6,  with  1-09,  and  33 
from  miscellaneous,  with  6-03.  The  infant  mortality  for  the  year  1895,  including  the  deaths  of  all  cliildren  under 
one  year  of  age  per  1000  of  the  registered  births,  is  e(|ual  to  200-0.  From  about  the  middle  of  February  to  tlie 
4th  of  March  catarrhal  atfections  and  influenza  prevailed  in  the  village  and  neighbourhood,  and  by  the  lltli  of 
March  influenza  had  become  epidemic,  attacking  a large  number  of  people  within  a week,  and  by  the  26th  April  it 
had  almost  disappeared,  -when  scarlatina  and  diphtheria  began  to  appear  about  the  middle  of  June  to  the  emlof  July. 
After  which,  I began  to  receive  medical  certificates  from  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  existence  of  the  following 
infectious  diseases,  (and  wliich  certificates  I now  hold),  viz.  : 1 of  diphtheria,  8 scarlet  fever,  2 membraneous  croup, 
and  1 of  erysipelas.  My  attention  was  called  to  the  Honley  National  Schools  on  the  5th  November,  on  which  day 
I personally  inspected  them  and  found  measles  had  broken  out  in  epidemic  form  amongst  the  children  attending  the 
three  departments,  236  being  absent  from  the  schools,  directly  and  indirectly,  from  the  above  causes.  In 
consequence  of  so  many  children  being  absent  on  the  4th  November,  I advised  the  said  schools  should  be  closed 
from  14  to  21  days,  which  was  afterwards  extended  until  after  Christmas  holidays,  during  which  time  efficient  and 
thorough  sanitary  measures  were  duly  carrie<l  out,  with  the  satisfactory  result  the  di.sease  has  now  practically 
disappeared,  but  unfortunately  six  deaths  occurred  from  this  epidemic  outbreak,  which  I consider  a small  nuniber 
when  the  ages  of  the  children  and  season  of  the  year  are  taken  into  account.  I believe  your  district  is  now  quite 
free  from  infectious  diseases.  I .‘^^ee  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  78  nuisances  have  been  recorded, 
9 reported  to  your  Council,  31  abated  without  formal  notice,  and  31  with  formal  notice,  and  62  notices  served,  only 
3 nuisances  remaining  unremedied.  The  whole  of  the  sanitary  work  done  in  Honley  Urban  District  during  the  year 
1895  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  Inspector’s  report  attached. 

The  sanitary  measures  of  importance  which,  in  my  opinion,  require  to  be  carried  out  in  your  district  to  still 
further  improve  its  sanitary  state  are  : The  providing  of  sufficient  privy  accommodation  to  the  five  cottages  at  Smithy 
Place,  but  I am  given  to  understand  you  have  the  matter  in  hand,  and  that  plans  for  two  privies  have  been 
presented  and  passed  for  erection  by  your  Council  With  regard  to  hospital  accommodation,  wliich  I have 
suggested  on  former  occasions  : As  I have  strongly  advised  the  Holmfirth  Council  to  take  the  matter  up,  if  they  do, 
as  I fully  expect  they  will,  if  any  emergency  should  occur  within  your  district  you  might  take  advantage  of  it,  or 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital  in  Fulstone,  as  I think  the  two  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  emergencies.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1895  was  220  ; of  wliicli  106 
were  males,  and  114  females;  with  a total  birth-rate  uf  21 '32  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  26'36  for 
1894,  24‘36  for  1893,  25'42  for  1892,  31’16  for  1891,  24’64  for  1890.  The  average  birtli-rate  for  the  above  live 
years  being  27‘76.  Births  exceeding  deaths  by  46,  thus  increasing  the  population  at  the  rate  of  4-46  per  1000  for 
the  year.  The  deaths  registered  during  the  same  year  were  174,  of  which  103  were  males,  and  71  females  ; witlitho 
total  death-rate  of  16-86  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  14-42  for  1894,  16-31  for  18J3, 
16-98  for  1892,  23-28  for  1891,  14-39  for  1890.  Tlie  average  death-rate  for  the  above  live  years  being  18-83 
per  1000.  Of  these  174  deaths,  24  died  under  one  year,  17  from  one  to  live,  5 five  to  fifteen,  12  fifteen  to  twenty-five, 
61  twenty-five  to  sixty-five,  and  55  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  41,  or  23-56  per  cent.,  died  under  five,  of  wliich 
24,  or  13-79  per  cent.,  did  not  attain  their  first  year  ; and  55,  or  31-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  died  over  65 
years  of  age.  48  died  from  disease  of  the  air  passages,  20  consumption,  3 typhoid  fever,  3 membraneous  croup, 
16  disease  of  the  heart,  3 injuries,  2 rheumatic  fever,  6 measles,  1 whooping  cough,  1 diarrhoea,  1 inquest,  and 
other  diseases  71,  viz.  : from  diseases  which  have  been  duly  reported  in  my  quarterly  reports.  15  deatlis  have  been 
registered  during  the  year  from  the  zymotic  class  of  diseases,  viz.  : 3 from  typhoid  fever,  3 membraneous  crouj), 
2 rheumatic  fever,  6 measles,  and  1 from  whooping  cough,  equal  to  a rate  of  1-46  per  1000  from  this  class  of 
diseases.  The  infant  mortality  during  the  year  1895,  including  all  children’s  deaths  under  one  year  of  age, 
per  1000  of  registered  births  is  equal  to  109-09.

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  Holmfirth  Urban  Sanitary  District  during  the  year,  220  births  have 
been  registered,  and  174  deaths  during  the  year.  Of  tlie  former,  106  were  males  and  114  females,  with  the  rate  of 
21‘22  per  1000;  of  the  latter,  103  were  males  and  71  females,  with  a total  death-rate  of  16'86  per  1000,  of  which 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  accounted  for  48,  with  a rate  of  4'65  ; consumption  20,  with  1'93.  Typhoid  fever 
and  membraneous  croup,  of  each  3,  with  0‘29  for  each,  disease  of  the  heart  16,  with  1’55,  injuries  and  rheumatic 
fever  of  each  2,  with  0‘19  for  each,  measles  6,  with  0'58,  whooping  cough,  diarrhoea,  and  inquest  of  each  1,  with 
0'09  for  each,  and  miscellaneous  diseases  71,  with  7'85  per  1000  of  the  population.  Conshlering  the  increased 
population  your  death-rate  is  very  low,  the  average  being  18'83  per  1000 ; also  your  zymotic  death-rate  is  equally 
low  and  reduced,  to  which  I specially  draw  your  attention,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table  Xo  2.  During  the  whole  of 
the  year  cases  of  infectious  sickness  in  different  localities  kept  prevailing.  In  March  quarter  catarrhal  affection.s 
prevailed,  also  influenza.  3 cases  of  pneumonia  came  to  my  notice,  of  which  one  jrroved  fatal ; also  one  of  croup 
and  typhoid  fever,  both  fatal.  And  in  June  quarter  a few  cases  of  diarrhcea,  of  which  one  proved  fatal;  one  of 
erysipelas,  two  typhoid  fever,  one  fatal  ; scarlatina,  one  case,  and  was  prevailing  in  a mild  type,  and  a fatal  case  of 
pneumonia.  In  the  last  quarter,  ending  31st  December,  diarrhoea,  whooping  cough,  jrneumonia,  and  measles 
prevailed,  with  several  cases  of  mumps.  When  on  the  23rd  October  measles  broke  out  in  epidemic  form  to  such  an 
extent,  chiefly  amongst  school  children,  tho.se  of  the  infant  de[)artment  of  the  Wooldale  Board  Schools  being  the 
first  attacked,  in  consequence  of  so  many  infants  being  absent  on  October  24th,  I advised  this  department  to  be 
closed  from  14  to  21  oays,  during  which  time  the  said  department  to  be  thoroughly  and  efficiently  disinfected, 
cleaned  and  ventilated.  And  on  the  12th  Xovember  it  broke  out  in  epidemic  form,  associated  with  mumps,  amongst  the 
children  attending  the  infant  department  of  the  Holmfirth  National  Schools,  when  upwards  of  half  the  children 
attending  were  attacked  with  measles  and  mumps,  when  I also  advised  this  department  to  be  clo.sed  from  14  to  21 
days,  during  ■'vhich  time  the  .same  sanitary  measures  were  thoroughly  carried  out  as  in  the  A\Moldale  Schools.  And 
on  the  18th  Xovember  it  extended  to  and  broke  out  in  epidemic  form  amongst  the  children  attending  the  infant 
department  of  St.  John’s  Schools,  Upperthong.  Tliese  schools  were  also  closed  from  14  to  21  days,  ami  the  same 
.sanitary  measures  carried  out.  When,  on  the  25th  Xovember,  I personally  inspected  Dobb  Board  Schools,  where  I 
found  measles  and  mumps  had  also  broken  out  in  epidemic  form  among.st  the  children  attending  these  schorls,  I also 
advised  these  schools  to  be  closed  from  14  to  21  days,  the  same  sanitary  measures  to  be  efficiently  carried  o'.t.  By 
the  end  of  December  these  highly  contagious  diseases  had  almost  disappeared.  I found  it  almost  im])ossible  to 
ascertain  the  exact  number  of  children  attacked  with  the  disease,  so  many  being  absent  from  school  and  from  homes 
where  the  disease  existed  not  being  allowed  to  attend  school.  It  appeared  to  me  distinctly  this  epidemic  outbreak 
of  measles  and  mumps  travelled  in  a south-western  direction,  from  Honley,  where  it  was  prevailing  also  in  epidemic 
form,  and  same  sanitary  mea.sures  were  taken  with  complete  success  During  X’ovember  I personally  inspected  all  the 
lodging-houses  in  Holmfirth,  viz.  : Xorridge  Bottom,  Albert  Kinder’s,  Upperbridge,  and  the  one  at  Xew  Fold,  all  of 
which  I found  fairly  satisfactory  atid  quite  free  from  sickness. 


So  far  as  I can  ascertain  the  sewerage  system  of  Holmfirth  Urban  District  remains  unchanged,  the  sewage 
still  falling  into  the  river,  but  your  Council  having  now  fairly  taken  it  in  hand  there  is  every  hope  a satisfactory 
scheme  will  be  obtained  and  worked  out  I hope  satisfactorily  to  all  parlies,  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  district,  and 
contribute  its  share  towards  remlering  the  river  less  polluted  in  adrlition  to  complying  with  the  law. 


Your  water-supply,  combined  with  Austonley,  proved  adequate  to  the  requirements  of  the  public  during  the 
year  1895.  But  during  the  summer,  especially  in  the  months  of  May  and  June,  the  water  supply  for  domestic 
purposes  became  very  scarce  and  the  two  reservoirs  became  very  low  indeed.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  promptness 
of  your  Councillors  in  taking  early  and  prompt  action  in  looking  to  its  unnecessary  waste,  and  by  public  notice 
advising  the  greatest  economy  on  its  users,  I believe  the  district  would  have  had  to  be  cn  very  short  supplies,  which 
was  really  expected. 


The  sanitary  measures  which,  in  my  opinion,  require  to  be  carried  out  in  the  Holmfirth  Urban  District  to 
still  further  improve  its  sanitary  condition  are  : tlrat  the  urinal  attached  to  the  Friendship  Inn,  Town  Gate,  sliould 
be  removed,  as  it  is  a public  nuisance  in  its  present  situation,  and  from  two  to  three  additional  public  urinals  should 
be  erected  in  some  convenient  situation  so  as  not  to  cause  or  create  a greater  one.  It  would  be  a great  sanitary 
improvement  and  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public.  I would  also  strongly  advise  your  Council  the  propriety  of 
taking  into  consideration  of  providing  a small  Isolation  Hospital,  it  might  be  of  the  cottage  type,  to  accommodate 
about  throe  or  four  bods,  with  one  for  the  caretaker,  provided  with  a good  supply  of  jnire  water,  a good  .set  pot,  to  bo 
used  for  disinfecting  and  other  purposes,  and  should  be  well  drained,  lit,  and  ventilated,  easy  of  access,  and  not  too  far 
from  the  centre  of  Holmfirth,  with  a good  road.  On  emergency  it  might  be  used  by  Honley,  iXetherthong,  or 
Holme.  It  would  have  the  advantage  of  not  l)eing  under  the  necessity  and  inconvenience  of  sending  patients  a 
long  distance  and  out  of  your  own  district.  It  neetl  not  cost  much.  Your  surveyor  would  be  able  to  carry  out  the 
details,  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  Fulstone  Isolation  Hospital  at  Grassy  Glitfe  farm. 

With  regard  to  the  sanitary  work  done  in  Holmfirtli  district,  from  my  own  observations  I am  satisfied  the 
scavenging  has  been  well  carried  out.  1 beg  to  refer  you  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  appended.

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SANITARY  OFFICER’S  REMARKS. 


The  combined  districts  of  Holmfirth,  lietherthong,  and  Holme,  have  a population  approximately  of  a little 
over  1 1,000,  and  the  number  of  acres  is  a little  less  than  that.  A considerable  extent  of  tlie  ground  is  moorland  and 
mountain,  but  notwithstanding  that  fact,  the  population  is  mostly  urban.  The  contour  of  the  district  is  uneven, 
there  being  three  large  valleys  and  numerous  smaller  ones,  but  as  the  valleys  are  comparatively  narrow  there  is  here 
and  there  a considerable  stretch  of  tableland.  Tiie  altitude  varies  from  400  to  1,865  feet  above  sea  level, 
and  the  climate  is  undoubtedly  damp,  with  great  fluctuations  of  temperature.  The  prevailing  wind  is  the  south-west, 
which  comes  sweeping  down  the  main  valley  from  the  hills  which  at  this  point  separate  Yorkshire  from  Lancashire, 
and  brings  with  it  most  of  the  rain.  The  summers  as  a rule  are  short,  and  the  winters  long,  the  local  peaks  of  the 
Pennine  Chain  often  remaining  snow-capped  late  into  the  spring.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  year  1895,  as  taken  at 
the  fovrr  local  stations,  viz : Bdberry,  situate  in  the  smth-west  by  west  of  the  district,  measuring  from  the  Holmlirth 
District  Council  Chamber,  as  shown  on  the  enclosed  sketch,  and  820  feet  above  sea  level ; Yateholme,  south  west 
from  the  Council  Chamber,  861  feet  above  sea  level;  Holmestyes,  south  from  the  Council  Chamber,  830  feet  above 
sea  level ; and  Bowshaw  Whams,  south-east  by  south  from  the  Council  Chamber,  and  930  feet  above  sea  level, 
was  a little  over  49  inches,  but  at  Bilberry,  which  is  the  lowest  station  of  the  four,  it  was  54‘6,  which  is  0‘7  above 
the  average  of  the  last  decade,  14'6  above  the  dry  season  of  1837,  ami  16'5  below  the  wet  season  of  1891,  which 
was  the  wettest  of  the  ten.  'Tire  accompanying  diagrams,  whilst  making  no  pretention  to  fineness  of  quality  or  mathe- 
matical precision,  are  intended  to  convey  an  approximately  correct  idea  of  the  rainfall  at  the  four  stations  referred  to. 
The  lower  black  curve  shows  the  mean  monthly  gaugings  at  the  four  stations  combined,  and  the  lower  red  curve  in- 
dicates what  I have  long  been  at  a loss  to  explain,  viz  : That  the  greatest  rainfall  is  at  the  lowest  station  ; or  in  other- 
words,  if  all  the  other  stations  were  as  wet  as  Bilberry  the  red  curve  would  represent  the  moan  monthly  rainfall. 
This  curve  also  shows  great  variation  and  irregularity,  ranging  from  the  very  wet  month  of  July  to  the  comparatively 
dry  one  of  February.  The  upper  black  curve  shows  the  average  annual  rainfall  at  all  the  stations  during  the  last 
decade,  and  the  red  one  the  annual  rainfall  at  Bilberry  during  the  same  period,  and  from  it  we  learn  that  the  rain- 
fall at  this  station,  notwithstanding  its  lower  altitude,  has  been  greater  every  year  except  1890,  when  it  was  some- 
what less.  As  we  have  no  meteorological  station  in  the  district,  little  more  can  be  said  on  this  subject,  but  as  the 
soil,  subsoil,  and  geology  of  a district  are  also  of  importance  in  relation  to  mortality  statistics,  a word  on  the  sub- 
ject may  not  be  out  of  place.  The  soil  on  the  tablelands  is  mostly  of  a sandy  nature,  underneath  which  is  rock  of 
the  sandstone  character,  generally  millstone  grit,  and  there  exists  in  various  parts  of  the  district  a considerable 
stratum  of  cold  tenacious  clay,  with  a soil  over  it  of  a loamy  nature,  moderately  firm  in  texture,  and  damp  and  cold 
withal,  and  now  and  again  a bed  of  boulder  locally  called  ganister  is  found,  and  numerous  small  specimens  of  stigmaria  ; 
the  coal  of  the  district  called  the  Halifax  bed  is  poor  in  (Quality,  and  does  not  speak  well  for  the  flora  out  of  which 
it  was  formed.  In  addition  to  the  natural  dampness  of  the  climate,  and  the  coldness  of  the  soil,  etc.,  many  of  the 
houses  are  built  into  the  hillsides,  thus  causing  more  dampness  in  the  immediate  environment  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district,  especially  the  poorer  classes,  the  very  class  whom,  if  you  wish  to  improve,  you  must  improve  their  surround- 
ings, and  try  by  these  means  to  reduce  the  already  too  large  number  of  those  who  either  from  hereditary  taint, 
climatic  influences,  dampness  of  soil,  etc.,  are  claimed  as  victims  year  by  year  by  the  various  tubercular  maladies. 
A great  wave  of  measles  passed  over  the  district  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year,  and  which  besides  killing 
some,  left  a great  many  weaklings,  weaker  still.  The  etiology  of  measles  may  not  be  well  understood,  at  any  rate 
applied  knowledge  in  regard  to  this  infant  life  destroyer  is  greatly  needed,  and  if  we  add  to  this  the  apathy  of  many 
parents  who  seem  to  hold  fatalistic  views  with  regard  to  measles,  our  wonder  will  be  less,  if  our  sorrow  is  greater, 
that  the  disease  is  allowed  to  commit  its  ravages  as  if  it  were  a matter  of  course.

DISTRICT  OF  HEPWORTH. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1895  is  38  ; of  which  20 
were  males,  and  18  females ; with  a total  birth-rate  of  37’69  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  27-77 
for  the  year  1894.  The  average  for  the  last  five  years  being  33-67,  births  exceeding  deaths  by  22,  thus  increasing 
the  population  at  the  rate  of  21-82  per  1000  for  the  year.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  same  year 
was  16,  of  which  10  were  males,  and  6 females  ; with  the  total  death-rate  of  15-87  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared 
with  13-88  per  1000  for  the  year  1894.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  last  five  years  being  17-36  per  1000. 
Of  these  16  deaths,  8 died  under  one  year,  1 from  one  to  five,  1 from  five  to  fifteen,  1 twenty-five  to 
sixty-five,  and  5 over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  3 died  from  disease  of  the  heart,  and  8 from  other  diseases 
not  classified,  but  which  have  been  duly  reported  in  my  rpiarterly  reports,  1 premature  birth,  2 disease  of  the  air 
passages,  1 whooping  cough,  and  1 from  old  age.  One  death  occurred  from  the  zymotic  class  of  diseases,  viz  : 
VVliooping  cough,  ecpial  to  0-99  per  1000  of  the  population  during  the  year.  The  infant  mortality  for  the  year  1895, 
including  the  deaths  of  all  cliildren  under  one  year  of  age,  per  1000  of  the  registered  births,  is  equal  to  210-52.

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  Hepworth  Urban  District,  38  births  and  16  deaths  occiiried.  Of  tlie 
former,  20  were  males  and  18  females,  with  the  rate  of  37-69  per  1000 ; of  the  latter,  10  were  males  and  6 female.s, 
with  the  rate  of  15-87  per  1000,  of  which  diseases  of  the  heart  accounted  fur  3,  with  2-97,  miscellaneous  diseases  8, 
with  7-93,  premature  birth,  whooping  cough,  and  ohi  age,  of  each  one  with  0-99  for  each,  and  diseases  of  the  air- 
passages  2,  with  1-98.  The  following  cases  of  sickness  came  to  my  knowledge  during  Februar}-,  and  in  March  a few 
cases  of  influenza  with  colds  amongst  young  children,  and  in  May,  July,  and  September,  a few  cases  of  whooping  cough 
prevailed  in  the  village  and  neighbourhood,  of  which  one  proved  fatal.  With  the  excei)tiou  of  the  above  reported 
cases  of  sickness,  the  public  health  of  Hepworth  Urban  District  during  the  year  1895  has  been  fairly  good 
and  satisfsetory,  with  low  death  and  zymetic  rates;  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  table  number  2 ; but  your 
infantile  mortility  is  rather  high,  being  210-52  per  1000  the  registered  births. 

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  work  done  during  the  year  1895,  I have  been  unable  to  obtain  a report  of  the 
same  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  drainage  and  your  water  supply  being  unchanged,  of  which  I have  had  no 
complaints.  I know  of  nothing  I can  suggest  as  likely  to  further  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  your  district  at 
present.
